HESE Words are a Part of that very 

5 comfortable Anſwer, which was by God's 
Appointment deliver'd by his Prophet to good 
King Hezekiab, when he and his People were 
threatned with utter Ruin and Deſtruction by 
the powerful and inſolent Senacherib, King of 
Aria. He was a Prince, who, had this in 


common with moſt Conquerors, that he was 


feared rather than loved by his own Subjects, 
whilſt he was the Terror and Dread of all his 
Neighbours. His Ambition and Thirſt of 
Power were ſo enormous and ungovernable, 
chat his other Paſſions were almoſt wholly ab- 

| ſorb'd by theſe, which continually puſh'd him 
on to undertake Enterpriſes of Moment, with- 


ut 
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out giving himſelf the Trouble of examining 
whether they were or were not juſtifiable by 
the Laws of Nature and Nations; having de- 
termin'd with himſelf once for all, and in order 
to cut off every Objection to his Conduct, that 
any Method which tended to advance his Ends 
was right, and ought conſequently to be pur- 
ſued. The moſt ſolemn Treaties loſt all their 
Force and Validity, when they no longer 
anſwer'd his Purpoſes, and when he found he 
could violate them without Hazard or Incon- 
venience. By theſe vile and perfidious Mea- 
ſures, tis probable he for ſome Time lull'd his 
Neighbonrs into a State of Security and In- 
dolence, till falling upon them one by one, as if 
Opportunity ſerv'd, and under various and fri- 
volous Pretences, he brought ſeveral neighbopr- 
ing Kings and Nations (who found they could if 
no longer ſupport themſelves againſt him) to 
ſubmit to his Yoke, and beome his Tributaries 
and Dependants.

his Glory and Delight. The haughty Sena- 
cherib was not ſo unacquainted with the Hiſ- 
tory of this People not to know how often 
and miraculous God had interpoſed his Power 
to fave them from Deſtruction ; but, vainly 
imagining that the Taſk of ſubduing them was 
reſeryd for himſelf, he adviſes the Fews by 
his Ambaſſador, (for the falling upon a State, 
without giving a previous Notice of it was 
left to be practiſed by the abler and more re- 
fined Politicians of our Times) he adviſed them, 
I ſay, no longer to put their Truſt and Confi- 
dence in their God; artfully inſinuating to them 
how ineffectual ſuch Kind of Applications had 
been for the Deliverance of the many Nations 
he had already ſubdued. He did not, or at 
leaſt would not, make the due Difference and 
Diſtincion betwixt the God of the Hebrews |

have proved ineffectual, had not God ſuccour d 
3 — them 
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them with his own Almighty Hand; who, in 
order to ſhew this aſpiring Monarch the Emp- 
tines and Blaſphemy of all his Boaſts, ſlew a 
- vaſt Multitude of that numerous Hoſt without 
any human Help, in which he ſo vainly con- 
fided; with which exemplary Vengeance he 
was ſo much ſurprized and terrified, that he 
fled precipitately into his own Country, by the i 
Way he came towards Feruſalem, as the Pro- 
Phet had foretold; leaving hispernicious Deſigns 
incompleat, and for a laſting Monument of his 
diſappointed Ambition. I 


Notwithſtanding the Reverence and Reſpeck 


which is due to the Perſons and Characters of 


even bad Princes, ſince 'tis by God's Appoint- 1 
ment that Kings reign, and that they anſwer 
the ſeveral Purpoſes and Diſpenſations of his 
juſt and wiſe Providence; yet the late Conduct 
of a neighbouring Power fo nearly reſembles, if 
not exceeds, this famous Original of Tyranny 
and Oppreſſion, that I cannot but embrace and iſ 
purſue a Compariſon ſo little ſtrained and vatu- 
ral; fince, like the aſpiring Monarch deſcrib'd, 
| his 
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his extenſive and deſtructive Politicks have been 
the Plague andVexation,and have made thoſe very 
Dominions (to which he had plighted his Faith 
repeatedly, and by the moſt falemn and facred 
Ties) the miſerable Stage of Horror and Deva- 
ſtation of Barbarity and Bloodſhed. Nay, he 
has even outdone the odious Pattern before us, 
fince 'tis notorious to the whole World that he 
lately attempted to invade this Nation in a per- 
fidious and unparallel'd Manner, whilſt the 
Treaties between the two Nations were yet un- 
cancell'd, and without the previous Declara- 
tions, which are given by the moſt barbarous 
and unciviliz'd Princes before they actually com- 
mence War, and is now again openly and 
avowedly diſturbing the Peace of our Iſrael, 
under the frivolous and long-exploded Pretext 
of reinſtating the ſuppoſed (and at the beſt the 
_ uncertain) Deſcendant of an abdicated and ab- 
jar'd Prince to the Crown of theſe Kingdoms. 
A Pretence, which he only makes Ule of to 
conceal his Self-intereſted Views, and in order 
to ſurprize and ſubdue a People, which to his 
infinite Regret and Diſappointment have long 
e L 2 been

been the inſurmountable, and (under God) the 
perhaps only effectual Bar to his Aſpirings. 


T would be preſumptuous to pretend to dive 
into the Secrets of Providence, or unravel its 
Myſteries; but if we may judge from the mani- 
feſt Infatuation and Diviſions, which already 
appear amongſt our rebellious and apoſtate Bre- 
thren, and that Unanimity and Spirit, which, 
to the Honour of Engliſhmen, ſo univerſally 
prevails amongſt ourſelves in the juſt Support

King, and our native Country, we may be bold 
to ſay, that God has already eſpous d our Cauſe,

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Chains aſhamed of his wicked Projects, and 
the abuſed Inſtrament of his Ambition, fick of 
his Dream of Power, and glad to ſecure his 
Perſon from the juſt Reſentment of an exaſpe- 
rated People, by taking Refuge once more in 
thoſe arbitrary Courts where Liberty is nothing 
but an empty Name, and where Religion is 
a meer Grimace and Foppery, and where he 
may have Leiſure and frequent Opportunities of 
ſceing the Principles of that Government, and 
the Maxims of State he has fo early imbib'd, 

practis d in their utmoſt and moſt unlimited 
Extent for, ſurely by the Way that be came, 
by the ſame ſhall be return, and ſhall not come 
into this Land ta deſtroy it, faith the Lord. 


The Reaſons of theſe ſanguine, and 1 hope 
we ſhall ſhortly have good Caule to add very 
juſt Expectations, will beſt appear by giving 
you a ſhort and faithful Draught of thoſe re- 
markable Deliverances from the many Evils 
which have fo frequently endangered, and which 
have ſometimes been permitted, as the deſerv'd 
Puniſhments of a. national Corruption, to di- 
rel our Religion and Liberties.

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It would be both tedious and altogether fo- 
reign to my preſent Purpoſe, to take up any 
Part of our Time, in relating any Events which 
preceded that ever happy and memorable One, 
which freed this Nation from the heavy and 
uneaſy Yoke of a Supremacy, which the Popes | 
(ſuch were the miſerable Conſequences of im- 
plicit Faith and blind Obedience) had exercis'd 
over the Princes and People of this Land with 
intolerable Pride, mercileſs Cruelty, and uncon- 
troul'd. Authority for ſome Ages. This bold 
(and as Affairs then ſtood) very arduous and 
doubtful Attempt, was undertaken and com- 
pleated by Henry the Eighth, who was the grand 
Inſtrument in God's Hand, who firſt opened the 
Eyes of a deluded People, and pav'd the Way 

for that thorough Reformation, not only in 
Civil but Religious Concerns, which his worthy 
Son and Succeſſor, Edward the Sixth, brought 
about, A Prince, whoſe great Piety and Diſ- 
cretion at a Period of Life, when ſerious and re- 
ligious Concerns are too often overlook'd and 
neglected, made him the Wonder and Admira- 
tion of the Age! A Prince, whoſe Memory will 

/ always 
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always be dear and valuable to every free- born 
Engliſbman, and whoſe untimely Fate will ſerve 
to confirm every true Proteſtant in a juſt Diſ- 
taſte and Abhorrence of a Communion, which 
was not aſhamed (in order to regain its long 
uſurp'd and abus d Power) to cloſe the Dawn 


of this glorious Reign by the Help of _ and 
deſtructive Poiſon! 


How viſibly God conducted this firſt and 
material Step towards the Reformation that 
preſently followed, may be gather'd, by conſi - 
dering- the Genius and Diſpoſitions of that 
Prince, who undertook to deprive the Popes of 
their hitherto arbitrary and tyrannous Sway ;

highly acceptable, as not to be over-looked by 
the bountiful Rewarder of every good Work. He

Among the Calamities which befel this great 
Prince, the moſt cutting and afflicting to him, 
no Doubt, was, the Rebellion of his unnatural 
and aſpiring Son; who, notwithſtanding his 
Debaucheries and Excefs, foundPartizans enough 
among the reſtleſs and refractory Fews, (who 
were of all People under Heaven the moſt ſub- 
ee Change and Novelty, and the ſooneſt 
tired and diſcontented with even the beſt and 
moſt ſucceſsful Adminiſtrations) to ſupport and 
countenance him in his traiterous and abomina- 
ble Deſigns; nay, even ſome of the King's own 
Servants, who from Counſellors were perhaps a- 
ſpiring to be Maſters, taking Advantage of this 
threatning Conjuncture, baſely deſerted their al- 
ways gracious, and often victorious Lord, when 
their Preſence and Councils would have been of 
more immediate Service. Under theſe unhappy 

| Circum» 
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Circumſtances, not knowing whom he might 
truſt or rely upon, the afflicted Monarch was 
_ obliged to quit his Metropolis to eſcape the Fury 
of his unworthy Progeny, attended only by a | 
ſmall Party of his uſual Guards. 


However, it gricv'd the Generality of the Wl * 
People ſo much, who were neither prey'd upon 
by Envy nor Ambition, to ſee their Sovereign 
in a Condition ſo very different from that he I 
had been wont to appear in, that Numbers of | 
them voluntarily reforted to his Banners, gene- 
rouſly determined to eſtabliſh and fix him on 
the Throne, or to ſhare his Fate. With the 
help of theſe well-timed and faithful Aſſociates, 
he ſoon found himſelf enabled to face thoſe who 
had before threatned the Safety of both Prince 
and People; and tho' ſomewhat advanced in 
Years, ſtill retaining his youthful Courage and 
Intrepidity, he diſposd himſelf to head thoſe 
who had ſo nobly eſpous' d his Cauſe ; but they 
are more ſenſible of his Worth, and careful of 
his Safety than himſelf, oppos'd the Deſign ; 
not that they diſtruſted his Courage or his Con- 

oy ; aud, 
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duct, of which they had had repeated Proofs, 
but leaſt the hazardous and doubtful Chance of 
Battle ſhould at once deprive them and all I 
rae] of their chief Glory and Support; Thou 
ſhalt not go forth (ſaid thoſe brave Warriors) for 
1 thou art worth, thy ſingle Life is more 


precious, and of greater Importance, than. ten 
8 thouſand of ours. 


Theſe being the Diſpoſitions of the People in 
general, (who, to do them Juſtice, were at this 
important Criſis more than uſually ſtanch and 
reſolute, concluding very juſtly that a Change 
of Government would infalliby produce a Change 
in their Religion, and ſubvert thei: Liberties) 
this Rebellion, which at its firſt ſetting out 
ſeemed ſo formidable, was ſpeedily extinguiſh'd: 
Many of the deluded Multitude fell in the Bat- 
tle, and the ungenerous and abandon'd Author 
of it, in part expiated his Crime with his Blood, 
to the no ſmall Regret indeed of the tender- 
hearted Monarch, who would willingly have 
ſacrific d the juſt Reſentments of the injured

to inſult too much over a vanquiſh'd and at firſt 
but deſpicable Enemy, who ow'd all the little 
Succeſs they were once fo fluſh'd with, to the 
unaccountable Timidity of ſome, and their 
own little Artifices and Intrigues. This low 
Satisfaction is left without Regret to thoſe faul- I 
' tering and dejected Souls, who as they were de- 
preſs'd'and intimidated beyond Meaſure in Ad- 
verſity, affe&, in order to conceal their equivo- 
cal Conduct, perhaps their ſecret and warmeſt 
Wiſhes, to exult in as extravagant a Proportion 
when Affairs have taken a more certain and 
| proſperous Turn. I ſhall therefore wave to ag- 
gravate the Misfortune of thoſe Wretches with 
any further, however merited, Reproach, but 
leave them to the continual Remorſe of their 
own Conſciences, and the Mercies of that great 
God and moſt bening Prince, whom they have 

ſo unprovokedly and ſo heinouſly offended. 


Let the paſt Troubles and Combuſtions be 
then an effectual Warning to every well-mean- 
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ing Man, to avoid and diſtruſt thoſe ſhameleſs 
but happily diſappointed Sons of Shimei, who 
did not indeed, like him, curſe the King to his 

Face, but did even worſe, by odious, yet very 
intelligible Reflections, which, like Arrows ſhot 
obliquely, reach'd the deſtin'd Mark with the/ 
greater Violence and Certainty. 


To be influenc'd and inflam'd with. a true 
Love for our Country, is a great and noble Paſ- 
fion, which all honeſt Men, even God himſelf, 
cannot but approve. What Pity is it then, that 
ſo glorious a Principle ſhould be ſometimes pro- 
ſtituted to the baſeſt Ends; ſhould be the Tool 
in the Hands of deſigning and ambitious Men, 
to ſap and ruin its Foundations; and yet 
paſt Times have afforded many Examples of 
this fatal Truth; enough of them, I ſay, to con- 
vince ſucceeding Ages, that thoſe Perſons that 
are often loudeſt, and bellow moſt in the Cauſe 
of their Country, are not always its ſtauncheſt 
and moſt diſintereſted Friends. And fince

carried away too eaſily by Appearances, which 
are moſtly, when ſet off by certain invidious 
and prejudic'd Perſons, ſpecious and deluſive. 
It will be a Warning to thoſe who have been 
catched by this inviting Bait, not to engage too 
. precipitantly into any Meaſures whoſe true Ten- 
dency they are not appriz d of, and whoſe dan- 
gerous Determinations have eſcap'd their No- 
tice, till 'tis too late, perhaps, to remedy or 
prevent them; and when all the Advantage 
they can reap from their dear bought Experi- 
ence, is the Mortification to find they have been 
the eaſy Dupes of the intereſted Ambition of 
thoſe Men, ſhall I call them, who without any 
true Regard for the Good of the Community, 
could be content, rather than not obtain their 
Ends, to trample and overturn every Thing, 
both Sacred and Civil, that * . to 
obſtruct their Views.

Firf, The Temporal Proſperity and Happi- 


neſs of a People depends, in a great Meaſure, 


on the Form of its Government, and the Laws 
it is governed by; and in both theſe neceſſary 
Requiſites we are fingularly happy, and excel. 


For our Conſtitution or Civil Government is 


admirably calculated for the Good of the whole 
Community; nay, I may add, of almoſt every 
Individual, fince every Order of Ven in it has 
its proper Share and Influence in the Manage- 
ment of its publick Concerns, and has its di- 
ſtin& Province to act in. The Prince has a 
Prerogative eſſential and peculiar to himſelf; the 


Peer has his Privilege, whilſt the Commoner's 


F 3 Vote 
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Vote gives him an equal Influence in publick 
Determinations and Counſels, Of theſe three 
Orders the State is happily compos'd, who (tho 
they have been moſt unanimous under the pri- 


dent and mild Adminiſtration of his preſent 
Majeſty, and ſome other good Princes) have 
ſometimes been a mutual Check upon each 
other's Incroachments, have nobly curb'd Y). 
ranny and Tyrants, in Oppoſition to that very 
abſurd and untenable Doctrine of indefeaſible 
and hereditary Right. This wiſe Polity, thi 
| juſt Equilibrium of Power is the Bulwark and 

Support of our Independency and Freedom ; to 
this we owe our Affluence at Home, our lucr:- 
tive and extenſive Commerce Abroad. Ii 
this happy Mixture and Diſpoſition of Govert- 
ment which makes us the Admiration and En- 
vy of our Neighbours. Tis this makes us te- 
ſpected and careſs d by our Friends, ſtrikes our 
Enemies with Fear and Reverence, gives Weight 
and Energy to our publick Tranſactions; and 
whilſt it aſcertains our own Felicity, contributes 
many Time to compoſe the Differences, and to 

ſetile the e Claims of contending Powers; 


ſince 
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ſince (to our Honour be it ſpoken) we generally 


ſide with the injured Party; and that Scale in 


the End ſeldom fails to preponderate, to which 


we think expedient to add our whole Wee 


and Influence. 


The Laws s this Eſtabliſhment is founded up- 
on and govern'd by, gives us alſo a juſt Prehe- 
minence over other People; for they are framed 
with ſuch unprejudic'd Prudence and Imparti- 
ality, that they countenance no Wickedneſs or 
Oppreſſion, nor paſs by any Guilt or Default, 
without proper Notice, without ſuitable Cenſure 


and Puniſhment. They aſcertain the Rights, 
Privileges and Properties of every Order of Men, 


from the Prince to the Peaſant on the firm Baſis 
of invariable Juſtice; and to them every ag- 


griev'd Party has an indiſputable Right to ap- 


peal. They authorize no violent Proceedings, 
nor arbitrary Impriſonments ; nor countenance 
thoſe cruel Tortures and inhuman Diſlocations, 
(even againſt State Criminals) which in many 
Countries are practiſed upon the Accuſed, with 


ſuch Severity and Continuance, as often obliges 
4 them 
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them (ſo very exquiſite is the Torment) to con- 
feſs Crimes they were never guilty of, not even 
in Imagination. As a Bar to ſuch wicked and 
arbitrary Proceedings, which diſgrace human 
Nature, and are inconſiſtent with Freedom, it 
is a receiv'd and eftabliſh'd Maxim of our Laws, 
that no Man, however circumſtantially guilty, 
is oblig'd or compellable to be his own Accuſer, 
nor can have Sentence paſs'dupon him without a 
previous and impartial Trial, and without the Con- 
ſent and unanimous Concurrence of his Equals: 
Nay, ſuch is their exemplary Equity and In- 
dulgence, that the Criminal, in Caſes where 
Life is concern'd, is always (upon his Applica. 
tion to the Magiſtrate) allow'd Counſel to pre- 
pare him for his Defence, and to plead for him 
In ſhort, no Syſtem or Body of Laws is, or can 
be contriy'd to puniſh Guilt, or protect Inno- 
cence, to guard the Lives, Liberties and Pro- 
perties of the Subject; and tho they are ſome- 
times perverted (as the beſt human Inſtitutions 
) to contrary and very vile Purpoſes, yet 
conveniences, this unavoidable Abuſe of 
e is no ſolid Objection to, or Argument 


againſt 
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againſt their Reaſonableneſs or Sufficiency, fince 
Experience teaches us how morally impoſſible 
it is for the wiſeſt and moſt conſiderate Legiſla- 
ture to enact ſuch Laws, as ſhall effectually de- 
feat the Evaſions and Chicaneries, or curb the 
abandon d Libertiniſm and improving Wicket: 
neſs of the Times. 


Nor are we leſs happy in our religious and 
Ecclefiaſtical, than in our Civil Eſtabliſhment. 
Our Church, the Pride of our Nation, and the 
Glory of the Chriſtian World, is as noted for 
its Exemption from Superſtition and its inſepa- 
rable Concomitants Perfecution and Cruelty, as - 
it is deſervedly famous and venerable for its ge- 


nuine Purity, extenſive Charity, and its near 


Approaches and juſt Reſemblance to the Apoſto- 


lical and Primitive Times. Its Worſhip is ſolemn 


and decent, yet free from idle Pomp and affect- 


ed Pageantry, which are ſo far from heighten- 
ing (as it is pretended by ſome) that they really 
divert the Mind from the main Object, a ſeri- 


ous and manly Devotion. It preſeribes and 


injoins no Doctrines as ObjeRs of our Faith 
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and Practice, which are contradictory to the un- 
deniable Evidence of our Senſes: Right Reaſon 
approves and Experience teaches us the Fit- 
neſs and Expediency of its Doctrines, as rela- 
tive to our well-being both here and hereafter, 
It lays before us all the material Truths of Chri- 
ſtianity with all imaginable Plainneſs and Perſ- 
picuity, u _ or alloy'd with impertinent 
” Inventions\and Fables, or with the groſs and 
incredible Fopperies of forg d Miracles and Vi- 
ſions. It does not impiouſly allow the ſame 
Weight and Authority to the Traditions of fal- 
lible and often miſtaken Men, as it ddes to 
the written and immediately revealed W ill of 
God; nor takes upon it to pronounce dreadful 
Curſes and blaſphemous Anathema's againſt 
thoſe, whoſe Unhappineſs it is to diſſent from 
her Tenets; but kindly invites all Men to exa- 
mine her Doctrines by the unerring and infalli- 
ble Standard of the Scriptures, and then pru- 
dently leaves them to determine for themſelves; 
ſhe kindly expoſtulates with the Hardned and 
Impenitent to turn from his evil Ways and live, 
ney the Deſponding, and without enſlaving 
D the 
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the Conſciences or Wills of Men, or requiring 
a blind and implicit Obedience to her Dictates, 
guides them without Guile or Diſguiſe into the 
Paths of Righteouſneſs and Truth. In fine, 
our glorious Church acts with Openneſs and 
Sincerity, and rejects every Thing that ap- 
proaches to Artifice and Deceit, to Cruelty or 
Oppreſſion, and wholly confines her Enquiries | 
and Cenſures to Men's ſpiritual A . 
Concerns, Mat 


Ibis is a true yet very imperfe&t Draught of 
that Form of Government both in Church and 
State, which as it excells all others, fo it makes 
our Condition infinitely more happy and eligi- 
ble than that of any other Nation throughout 
the known World, This is that Conſtitution 
which has coſt your glorious and immortal An- 
ceſtors ſuch indefatigable Pains and repeated 
Struggles to eſtabliſh, which is founded on, and 
cemented with a Profuſion of their choiceſt 
| Blood and Treaſure! And this is (I truſt to 
God) that excellent Conſtitution, which every 
true Engliſhman and Proteftant will abide by,

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to his lateſt Breath! This is that bleſſed Eſta- 
bliſhment, which we have all imaginable Rea- 
ſon to conclude is highly acceptable to our God, 
ſince he has fo often before, and now very re- 
cently done ſuch great Things for its Continuance 
and Preſervation, when the Princes of the World 
and the Powers of Darkneſs were fo ſtrongly 
united againſt us, as to make the Succeſs of 
their execrable Attempt even more than proba- 
ble, had not the Almighty moſt ſeaſonably in- 
terpos'd, and ſaved us with the Shield of his 
Strength and the Sword of his Excellency.

with great Severity and Exactneſs, and uſed 
thoſe who could not be brought oyer to them by

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Force and Compulſion, (for they ſeldotn 
had Recourſe to Argument and Perſuaſion, ) 
with Brutality and Fierceneſs. Such were the 
Means which the pretended Redreſſors of our

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verſal was the Joy expreſſed upon this happy 
Occaſion, that even thoſe, whoſe former In- 
clinations and Principles ſeem'd to promiſe no

and Satisfaction at his ſeaſonable coming. Mean 
while his dreaded Approach diſcompos'd the 
Views and Meaſures of the now confus'd and 
divided Councils of the Rebels; who, after 
various Expedients put in practice to blind the 
Penetration and ſurprize the Vigilance of our 
ACTive GENERAL, very prudently determin'd

reality very far from him. Let us not, like 
Pharaoh, and the obſtinate Egyptians, harden 
our Hearts as ſoon as ever the Plagues are 
removed from us, and ſo provoke him afreih 
to reprove and viſit us with unexpe! ienced 
Trials, and ſeverer Chaſtiſements. Thoſe he 
has hitherto brought upon us we have good 
Reaſon to conclude, from their ſpeedy Re- 
moval, were the kind Effects of his Love and 
Forbearance; let us beware then how we ex- 
poſe ourſelves to the Severities of his Judg- 
ments and Juſtice, To this End let us uſe 
our earneſt Endeavours to ſtop the further 
Progreſs of that Spirit of Impiety and Pro- 
phaneneſs, of Contempt of God and his holy 
Word z and in ſhort, of all Morality and Good- 
neſs, which ſo unhappily prevails amongſt 
us.

ſelves, which will enable us to vanquiſh all the 
open Attacks and Devices of our Enemies, 
Then may we hope upon good Grounds and

HAT our Praiſes and Thbankſgivings 

are at all Times due to the Almighty, 
the benign Creator and continual Preſerver of 
our Beings, is what all Men, who have a juſt 
Senſe of his Exiſtence, have always practiſed 
themſelves, and ever recommended to, and 
preſs d upon their Fellow Creatures, as a moſt 
eſſential and neceſſary Duty. By a Parity of 
Reaſon, we may therefore conclude, that theſe 
our Praiſes ought to correſpond with the Great- 
neſs of his Mercies; and that our Exultations

For tis to our extenſive Trade and Navigation 
that we owe moſt of our Opulency and Grandeur; 
that we join the Produce of both Indies with 


ſuch Eaſe to our Iſland, as if it was united, and 


upon the fame Continent with them. Tis 
this which brings the Treaſures of Peru and 
Mexico into our Coffers, without the Trouble 
or Hazard of digging in the Mine, or refining 
the Ore. Theſe glittering Stores, or whatever 
elſe, conduces throughout the known World 


to our Support, Ornament, or Defence, (and I 


may add with too much Truth) luxurious Re-

Junc- 
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Juncture, the generous Merchant, laying aſide 


all his ſo late and juſt Reſentment, freights bis 
willing Veſſel with the much needed Supplies; 
and thoſe very Ships, the Diſplay of whoſe 
Flags had fo lately alarmed and terrified their 


Coaſts, laying aſide all their hoſtile and irre-

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Since Peace and peaceable Meaſures are thus 
crowned with Succeſs, ſince they are of ſuch 
particular Advantage to our Commerce and Opu- 


lency as a trading People, how ſtudiouſly ought 


we to cultivate every Thing that tends to pro- 


mote the Arts of Peace, and how cautiouſly to 
diſcourage any Thing that may conduce to de- 
ſtroy them ? We ſhould never then, but upon 
very emergent and preſſing Occaſions, deprive 
the induſtrious Merchant of the uſeful and ad- 
venturous Mariner, the Manufacturer of the in- 
genious Artiſt, or the Husbandman of the 
robuſt Labourer. To abridge the State of theſe 
ulſcful Members, unleſs to redreſs the moſt grie- 
vous Provocations, and affecting Wrongs of our 
own, or to prevent other States from falling a 
Prey to unrelenting Rage or mercileſs Ambition, 
can never be either a Credit or Advantage to 
this Prince and People. Thanks be to God, 
we are and have been govern'd by this happy 
Syſtem, our Wrongs have been notorious, and 


our Provocations inſupportable, before Arms 


have been employ d in the Stead of uſeleſs and 
rejected Remonſtrances: Neither our Strength 
| | or 
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or Treaſures have heen exhauſted in Support of 
Oppreſſion, or in the Advancement of ambitious 
Views; ours have always terminated in aſcer- 
taining our own juſt and indiſputable Rights, or 
in reſtoring. Peace and Tranquility to our in- 

jur'd Neighbours. - Happy is it for theſe Nations 
that they are govern'd by a PRINCE, who is thus 
ſtudious of their Welfare in every Situation! 
who, tho accuſtom'd to Military Exploits, and 
the moſt ſucceſsful Atchievements from his 
earlieſt Years, and who has given a late and ever 
grateful memorable Inſtance of his conſummate: 
Knowledge in the Art of War *, purſues them 
no further. than is abſolutely conſiſtent with the 
Dignity of his Crown, and the true Intereſt of 
his People, who generouſly prefers their Eaſe 
and Tranquility to the Diſplay of his own 

Heroiſm; and who, on that Account, chuſes 
rather to be known to the World by the humane 
Appellation of the Father of his Country, and 
the beſt, than the grandeſt of Princes.

And as it thus becomes us, in regard to our 
Commerce and Intercourſe with others, to ad- 
here as much as may be to the Apoſtle's earneſt 
Exhortation, / it be by any Means poſſible, and as 
much as lieth in us, to live peaceably with all 
Men; ſo much the more does it concern us, in 


order to make our common Intereſtsthe ſtronger, 


to behave with Candour and Humanity towards 


each other, and to love unfeignedly like Brethren. 
And indeed, unleſs this is done effectually, 
by laying aſide all little private Animoſities

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Peace, (without being improperly laviſh in the 
Praiſe of it) to a trading People, will not be in- 
terpreted, nor is it in the leaſt defign'd, to dero- 
gite from the Merits and Services of thoſe 
brave Men, who have diſcharged the great Truſt 
repoſed in them with ſuitable Courage and Fide- 
ity. To do fo, would lay us under the heavy 
and juſt Imputation of the moſt unpardonable 
Ingratitude to a PRINCE, who has given ſuch 
undeniable and early Proofs of a ſuperior Va- 
lour and Capacity; who has been the great In. 
ſtument in the Hands of Providence for diſ- 
perſing thoſe internal Enemies, who had faal- 
lowed us up quick, when they were ſo wrathfully 
difpleaſed at us. We ſhould be guilty of the 
higheſt Negle& and Injuſtice to our national, 
and the other brave Troops under his more 
immediate Command and Direction, were we 
not to repay their Fatigues and Harraſſments, 
their uncommon Intrepidity, and the generous 
Effuſion of their Blood, with the warmeſt To- 
kens of Reſpe& and Gratitude ; were we not to 
own, that the noble Stand they made Abroad 
has kept up the Britiſo Name, and taught 
1 boaſt- 
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boaſting and greatly ſuperior Numbers to avoil 
freſh Encounters, leſt haply their tried Courage 
and undaunted Example ſhould effectually rouſe 
others from their ſeeming Inactivity, to the 
Support of the common, nay, indeed, of their 
more particular Cauſe, with equal Spirit and Sin- 
cerity. 
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'Tis impoſſible to cloſe this Period, with- 
out taking a proper Notice of that other great

Edits: But as the Exceſſes and ill Treatment 
they ſuffer, are ſince that infinitely increaſed, 
they are compelled again to throw themſelves 
at your Majeſty's Feet, to implore for Juſtice ; I 
aſſuring you, that they act by them as by de- 
clared Enemies; that their Eſtates and Houſes 
are plundered; that their Perſons are attacked;

> only 
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only amongſt thoſe of the Proteſtant Religion; 
and when they are there, not content with 
being the Ruin of their Hoſts, by their exceſ- 
five Expence, which they compel them to be 


at for their Suſtenance ; not content with ex- 


acting large Contributions in Money, and inti- 
midating them with Oaths and dreadful Blaſ. 
phemies, when they refuſe to go to Maſs, or 
to liſten to the Sermons of the Capuchins, who 
have been quartered upon them alſo by Order, 
they are miſerably beat and knock'd down with 
Staves.

ther drag them to Church; and after they 
have ſprinkled their Faces with holy Water, 
pretend they are become Roman Catholicks;

the Relapſed . What is yet more ſtrange, 
and of which no Examples are to be produced.

Thus far the Petition, which concludes, like 
all others, with a Prayer, Sc. However in- 


..conſiſtent theſe Violences may ſeem with Eng- 
liſb Freedom; however ungrateful and ſhock- 

ing the Relation of them may be to Engliſh 
Ears; yet theſe were, alas! only the eaſy Fore- 
- tunners. and faint Preludes of the bloody and 


deep 
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deep Tragedies which were afterwards acted upon 
thoſe glorious Martyrs, who had the Courage 
to ſtand out in the Cauſe of Chriſt: For theſe 
modeſt Repreſentations, far from producing 
the Redreſs they were intitled to expect from 
them, (eſpecially from that very Prince whom 
they had ſupported at the Expence of their 
Blood, during the Courſe of a long obſtinate 
Civil War, and at laſt ſeated triumphantly on 
his Throne) ſerv'd only to ſharpen. the already 
too keen Reſentment of their unkind Perſecu- 
tors; for Numbers of thoſe Confeſſors, who 
eſcaped the Rack, and other cruel and capital 
Puniſhments, and who had not the good For- 
tune to eſcape their Fury by Flight, were 
thrown into dark Dungeons, or tied to an Oar 
for Life. On the former of theſe many Acts 
of Barbarity were practiſed, to try if they 
could not overcome their Conſtancy by ill 
Uſage. In the City of Valence, in Dauphind, 
the Biſhop of that Place, (zealous to be ſure 
for the Salvation of Souls) employ'd a Monſter 
of Cruelty to make Proſelites, who, amongſt 
many other Inſtances of Severity, becoming a

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Fury rather than a Man, uſed to feed theſe poor 
Sufferers with Horſe Beans, boiled in Water; 
and, in order to make this low and miſerable 
Diet ſtill more nauſeous, chop'd Earth Worms 
amongſt it, leaving it to their Option, whether 
they would eat it or ſtarve; and when they 
would not liſten to the Arguments this Brute 
pretended to offer them for their Perverſion, 
(for ſurely no other Name can be given to thoſe 
which are made Uſe of to prevail upon Chril- 
tians to relinquiſh a pure for a corrupt Worſhip) 
he thruſt them forcibly by the Shoulders againſt 
the Priſon Door, which was arm'd with long 
ſharp Spikes for that Purpoſe; and many of 
them died with the Wounds they receiv d, 
which were never once look d at or dreſs d. 1 
could lengthen this Narration with many Facts 
equally true, equally dreadful ; but ſhall refer 
them to another Opportunity.

made no Reſiſtance, but ſuffered the Prieſt to

Joy at the Diſcovery, hurried this poor Soul 
to a Nobleman's Houſe (who was tiled Mar- 
quis, or Duke 4Ofſun) in that Village. Upon 


| ſeeing him, and hearing his pretended Crime 


related, the Lady, enflamed with furious and en- 


_ thuſiaſtick Zeal, broke out in theſe paſſionate and 


antichriſtian Words, Ruſtan ſhall be bang d, or 
T will. Soon after, this harmleſs Victim was 
brought before a pretended Court of Juſtice, his 
Doom being already arbitrarily fixed, he was 


preſently condemned to be hang d. The No- 


bleman being ſitting upon the Bench when this 


unwarrantable Sentence was paſſed, Ruftan, 


aſſuming a becoming Courage, addreſs d him- 
{elf to him with a compoſed Countenance in 
. theſe Words, I ſummon you, Sir, to appear 
with me before God, within a Year and a Day. 


He was then taken away by the Officers, and in 
the Night a high Gallows was erected before 


his Father's own Door, and the next Morning 


this 
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this innocent Martyr of Chriſt had his Sentence 
executed upon him, behaving himſelf with ſur- 
prizing Reſolution and Steadineſs, and he was 
ſuffered to hang there for ſome Days in Ter- 
rorem, and to mortify his afflicted and diſtreſs'd 
Kindred. The Words which Ruſtan had ad- 
dreſſed to the Nobleman were but little re- 
garded, 'till News came a conſiderable Time 
after, that the ſaid Mr. Oſſun, being obliged 
to leave his Houſe upon urgent Buſineſs, was 
taken dangerouſly ill upon the Road. His 
Lady, who had been a principal Actreſs in the 
Tragedy before related, immediately ſet forward 
to viſit her ſick Lord, She no ſooner came into 
the Room where he was, but he flew upon her 
like a Fury, and ſeizing her by the Throat, 
Well, Madam, faid he, the Time of Ruſtan's 
Summons approaches, and would have ſtran- 
gled her, had he not been prevented by the 
ſurrounding Aſſiſtants. After which he pre- 
ſently expired in the greateſt imaginable 
Agonies both of Body and Mind. 
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Another Inſtance of Popiſh Cruelty, no ih 
tragical than the former, you have in what 

follows. A Clergyman in the Vivares, a 
| Province adjoining on Dauphine, baving fig- 
naliz'd himſelf by diſcharging his Truſt faith- 
fully. to his Flock, both before and - after the 
ſhutting up of his Church, became mightily 
obnoxious to the Roman Catholicks. A Mar- 
quis of that Community, inflamed with the 
blind Zeal of a Pharifſee, and the perſecuting 
Spirit of a Saul, knowing how acceptable the 
Removal of ſuch a Perſon would be to bis 
Party in general, and to the King in particular 
to whom he was ſollicitous to pay his Court;

The Inferences to be made from the fore- 
going Accounts are ſo eaſy and natural, as 
a ſcarcely to need any Comment upon them; 
ſince we cannot but be aſſured, that if the pre- 
| ſent Diſturbers of our Peace ſhould ſucceed in 
their traiterous Attempt, they muſt be indebted 
to the Policy and Aſſiſtance of France for their 
Succeſs ; and would not only be obliged but be 
content to be the mean Deputies of that Crown, 
and would govern as Subalterns by the ſame 
bloody and arbitrary Meaſures.
